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SCHOOL OF ART AND-DESIGN, 


Splendid Exhibition at Washington Uni- 
versity This Byenfng. NS

— 


Fine Progress Made During the Past 
Year. 


The annual exhibition of the St. Louis 
School of Art and Design, connected with 
Washington University, will open this even- 
ing at 8o’clock. Visitors who may attend 
will be surprised and gratified at the results 
of the year’s work. The report of Prof. Hal- 
sey C. Ives will show that the 
number of students has ‘increased from 
18 in 1875 to 371 in 1880; that 82 of these are 
females and 288 are males; that 120 attend 
the art school alone,and 241 come from the 


University. There are seven rooms in the 
fourth story of the University building de- 
voted to the uses of the art department, and 
theee are nowall filled with specimens of 
work done during the year just closing. 
To go through these rooms and trace 
step by step the progress of the student from 
the rndest and simplest drawings up to the 
barmonious and pleasing blending of colors 
or lincs into portraits from life or landscapes 
from nature is a great pleasure to an yone 
who loves the development of human genius 
in its finer forms: A representative of the 
PoOsT- DISPATCH bad the pleasure this morn- 
ing of accompanying Prof. Ives through 
these various departments, and of having him 
explain, in bis clear and enthusiastic manner, 
the course of instruction. First, there are the 
outlive drawings in black and white.. These 
consist of plain lines, giving no more 
than the berest idea ofan object. Next come 
these sume figures shaded, and here ean be 
seen at once the care with which the student 
is taught. The work looks perfect so far as it 
oes. Then come tha irregu- 
ar forms, such us vines, leaves, 
fruit, rough surfaces, etc., all done in char- 
coal ard crayon. Following this are frag- 
ments from the antique, that is, faces and 
busts of antique scuipiure made in the 
simplest outline, but this is so well done 
that the fcatures em be immediately 
traced and recognized. The next grade con- 
sists of these heads and busts shaded. Here 
the features are brought out in full and the 
portraits fully completed. Here is found al- 
so much anatomica: worb,s uch as drawings of 
hands, arms, feet, etc., much of it being 
almost perfect * of the models, 
which consist of plaster casts. Following 
' these specimens are tketches of heids and 
busts from life, made in a limited time. 
Most of them were done in 
-ong hour or one hour and 
a half, and many of them show at once the 
hand of genius guided by good training. 
There is one thing that especially attracts no- 
tice in ali these specimens—itis the evidence 
of artistic training, the student evidzntly 
having his or her mind directe more to the 
principles of art than to its general effect af- 
ter completion. In other words, no attempt is 
made at display—no attempt to show the fin- 
ished artist. [Coming after the heads from jife 
are the full length figures from the nude and 
the full length nude figures in colors. Then 
comes the bead workin colors—or regular 
ortrait painting. This is all done from 
ife, and is the result of two years’ 
study. Some ofthese specimens are excel- 
lent. The landscape work is very fine and 
the pen and ink sketches are surprisingly 
good. Some ofthis work would take high 
rank anywhere. Visitors to the exhibition this 
evening will be well repaid. Tne St. Louis 
School of Art and Design is performing a 
splendid im ssion. |

Letter From the Superintendent of Re- 
moval. ; 4 
[From.the New London (Conn.) Telegram. | 

‘The Telegram has received a letter from 
Henry E. Davis, of Noank, who accompanied 
the which has gone to Alexandria, 
Egypt rthe purpose of remaving Cleopa- 
tra’s Needle to New York. Mr. Davis acts in 
the capacity. of Superintendent of Removal. 
Writing from Alexandria under date of May 
11, Mr. Davis says that the plan was 
to move the obelisk through the city of Alex- 


andria on a truck which was brought from 


America for that pu . Thé authorities,

termined to build a float and lowerthe Needle 
intoit.. This plan was successfully carried 
out, and the float was launched on the 30th of 
March last. It was simply a box, 83 feet long, 
very strongly 
constructed. Atthe date of Mr. Davis’s let- 
ter, the obelisk was in the dry dock and the 
float had been demolished. The ship in which 
the obelisk will be brought se New York was 
expected to go into dock in a few 
days. An opening will be made 
in the bows sufliciently lar 

to admit of the introduction of the Needle, 
which will be run in on cannon-bails, and the 
opening will then be closed up. It was ex- 
pected that the ship would be in dock about 
six weeks, and that only a few days ad- 
tional time would be required to complete all 
the preparations for her departure. After 
the obelisk was launched, the ways 
were reconstructed and a barge hauled 
out, on which were placed the pedestal and 
foundation stones. The pedestal was 
on board the ship at the date of Mr. Davis’ 
letter. It weighed forty-four tons, and was 
hoisted and lowered by means of derricks.

obelisk, as it was found on the arrival of the 
party, which showed that the earth had sunk 
since its erection, and also that the sands 
of the desert had covered it up some fifteen 
feet by actual measurement. Concerning the

You 
willsee that the foundation is composed of 
three steps, the mystic, number in Masonry, 
and inside of these steps was found the 
square, which is of granité, the same as the 
obelisk ; also, the perfect ashler 
and the rough ashler; they are 
granite; the lamb-skin is of .the 


‘whitest of marble; the square and perfect 


ashler are polished; the trowel is perfect in 
sbape, although rather rusty; the steps are 
limestone, that has evidently been subjected 
to volcanic action at some period of the 
world, as they are very hard and take a fine 
polish. Mr. S. A. Zola, the Grand Master of 
the Grand Lodge of Egypt, says there is no 
doubt of their being purely Masonic, and he 
is considered the best authority in Egypt.
